_- haave boon obliterated; numerous privies which from inaccessibility could bo but rarely cleaned 
fell within the road lines and were demolished, and it became practicable to cart away large m 
6 heaps in various stages of decay, the accumulation of years.” 
This affords a good illustration of the improvements effected by the 
- Municipality in localities which were formerly impossible to penetrate without 
a sense of nausea; but the Lieutenant-Governor cannot conceal from himself 
_ that the value of these improvements, great as they, undoubtedly are, is too 
often materially diminished by the insufficient width of the new streets which ee 
are constructed. In Putooatolla the new roads are only 12 and 14 feet in ie 
width; and the width of many of the new roads, as they are called, which 
have been opened out during the past year, is stated to be only 9 feet. The 
construction of such narrow roads is calculated to perpetuate the greatest of 
the insanitary evils under which Calcutta now labours. It is impossible to 
~ exaggerate the harm done to the health of the inhabitants of the city by the 
narrow streets and crowded buildiigs which entirely exclude the purifying 
‘influence of light and air. The statistics which.the Commissioners themselves 
furnish indicate the radical structural defects of Calcutta as a residential city. 
The road-way of the town is described’ in the Engineer’s report as extendi 
' over 184 miles, of which only 28 miles are roads of 32 feet in width an 
upwards; 103 miles vary in width from 9 to 31 feet, 17 miles are less than 
9 feet in width, and 34 miles are sewered: ditches which, from the nature of the 
ease, are often not more tlian 3 feet in width. Under these circumstances, it 
- is satisfactory to find that in Raja Bagan bustee the new roads opened out 
_ during the year are 30 feet in’ width, and the Lieutenant-Governor observes 
- that under the provisions of the new law it has been proposed that all new 
_ streets intended for carriage ways shall have a minimum width of 40 feet, and 
all new streets passing through bustees shall have a minimum width of 16 or 
20 feet. It is impossible for the houses in any locality to be in a healthy 
_ gondition with less frontage than this. The Lievtenant-Governor has no 
hesitation in saying that if the full benefits of an extended water-supply and 
scientific underground drainage are to be enjoyed in Calcutta, they must be 
accompanied by’a corresponding improvement in the surface ventilation of
